Edward Shannon Kills the Wife to 


Whom He Had Been Married For 
Thirty-seven Y ears- Divorce Had 
Just Been Given Her—Coroner's 
Verdict.

Shannon shot and killed his wife in a 
coach of the Chicago & Northwestern 
ra.lroad at 11:30 Friday forenoon.

Shannon has been 
a dissolute fellow, and his wife applied 
for a divorce at the term of the Circuit 
court now in session here, and her re­ 
quest was granted Wednesday after­ 
noon. 
Shannon fought the case, and 
since the adverse decision has been 
hanging about the place where his wife 
is stopping. 
He is over 60 years old.

Filled Che*** In Florida. 
The "filled cheese” bill passed by 
the last congress goes into effect on 
Sept 4 and on and after that date a 
special government tax of $250 per an­ 
num will have to be paid by all whole­ 
sale dealers and $12 per annum by all 
retail dealers in filled cheese. "Filled 
cheese" is the designation of all adul­ 
terated products or anything made 
from other substances than the curd 
of pure milk. In addition to the spe­ 
cial tax at the rates given all dealers 
who have any filled cheese in stock 
on Sept. 3 are required to purchase 
special tax-stamps, at the cost of I cent 
for each 
pound, and attach these 
stamps on the packages containing fill­ 
ed cheese. This will only have to be
